Eight members of the 15- 


member Citizens Advisory 
Committee on State Highway 
Development in the City of Hope 
met yesterday with Carl Me 
Chesney, Planning Engineer for 
the State Highway Department, 
and John Tallant, District 
Engineer. The group met to 
study a suggestion of the 
Planning Division for changes on 
Highway 29 that can be included 
in the scheduled S. Main St. 
improvement project. 


A plan has been made to 


connect Highways 4 and 29 east 
of Hope. Part of the original plan 
had called for Highway 29 to 
leave its present course near the 
Red River Vo-Tech, cross the 
Patmos Road near the Dixie 
Drive-In and then cross 23 St. 


The new plan is to flatten the 90 


degree curve past Berle Henry 
School into a 50 m.p.h. curve and 
use the old underpass there in 
lieu of an at-grade crossing as 
called for in the original plan. 


The committee approved the 


plan, which will now be sub- 
mitted to the City Board of 
Directors.

Tax Break 
Is Attacked

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


court challenge to President 
Nixon's multibillion-dollar tax 
break for businesses has added 
new frustrations in his attempt 
to spur business spending, one 
of the economy's softest spots. 


The tax break, in the form of 


liberalized depreciation rules, 
was attacked in a consumer- 
oriented suit filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court here Wednesday. 


Nixon disclosed the plan last 


Jan. 11 and assured business- 
men at the time they could 
count on getting the faster tax 
write-offs, the heart of the 
regulations, retroactive to the 
first of the year. 


But the suit could delay the 


break even further. It comes at 
a time when businessmen are 
projecting plans to spend only 
2.7 per cent more on plant and 
equipment in 1971 than they did 
a year ago. 


The administration wants to 


accelerate this low level of in- 
vestment to speed up the eco- 
nomic 
recovery, 
concluding 


that liberalized depreciation 
rules will induce industry to 
spend more for modernization, 
thus creating more jobs. 


The suit could delay or in- 


validate the tax break. But a 
assistant 
Treasury 
official, 


John S. Nolan, deputy assistant 
secretary for tax policy, said 
businessmen have no reason to 
hold back on their investment 
and spending plans because of 
the suit. 


After public hearings, 
the 


Treasury formally adopted the 
new rules June 22. Basically, 
they permit industry to calcu- 
late the expected life of plants 
and machinery at 20 per cent 
> below the current level. The ef- 


.would be to increase in- 


dustry's income-tax deductions.

States said today the Viet Cong 
proposal for a U.S. troop with- 
drawal by the end of the year 
in exchange for the release of 
war prisoners is unacceptable 
in its present form. 


In their prepared speeches at 


the Paris peace talks, the Com- 
munist delegates made no di- 
rect reply to the U.S. stand. 
But the North Vietnamese said 
the plan offers an opportunity 
to the United States to get out 
of Vietnam with safety 
and 


honor. 


The Viet Cong reiterated its 


position that the sooner U.S. 
forces withdraw, the sooner the 
prisoners of war can return to 
their families. 


Ambassador 
David K.E. 


Bruce commented that the Viet 
Cong plan present last Thurs- 
day has "some new elements" 
that the United States and 
South Vietnam want to explore 
with the Communists. 


Bruce 
suggested 
that the 


121st session of the talks next 
Thursday be restricted—that is 
mainly secret—"free from the 
glare of publicity and without 
the need to make public state- 
ments except to the degree we 
mutually agree upon." 


At the end of the meeting, 


Bruce told newsmen that he got 
a "decided no" to his proposal 
for a restricted meeting, ad- 
ding: "I think they wish to con- 
tinue to use these plenary ses- 
sions as a forum of propa- 
ganda." 


Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh of the 


Viet Cong said on leaving the 
meeting: "The American dele- 
gate tried to use the question of 
the nature of the meetings to 
evade the imperative demands 
of the people of Vietnam, the 
United States and the world." 


Hanoi's ambassador,

Thuy, commented 
after

meeting that the U.S. delegate 
"refused to give a serious re- 
sponse" to the Viet Cong peace 
plan. He said the American 
delegate was trying to deceive 
public opinion and block prog- 
ress at the conference by refus- 
ing to set a date for withdrawal 
of U.S. forces.

SALT Talks 
Get Off to 
Good Start

Ix)s Angeles Convention-Exhibi- 
tion Center despite objections 
that the downtown are lacks 
sufficient hotel rooms to sup- 
port large conventions, and that 
the tax-financed operation is 
likely to lose money for years. 


Others complained about the 


site in a rundown area at the 
southern edge of the downtown 
district. It was chosen despite 
strong support in City Council 
hearings for a location near the 
Civic Center in the heart of 
town, which is experiencing a 
high rise boom. 


The central section of this 


city of nearly three million is 
indeed short of hotel space- 
only 4,000 rooms counting sev- 
eral small hotels and inns along 
with the Hilton and the Bil- 
tmore. Major conventions can 
require up to 15,000 rooms. 


The American Legion, con- 


vening here in 1974, needs 11,- 
000 rooms, and will have to 
scatter its members in hotels in 
Santa Monica and Long Beach, 
10 and 20 miles from town. 


The center's promoters aren't 


dismayed. They point out that 
downtown in changing, that a 
world trade center is planned 
near the convention center, and 
that plans are under way for at 
least two new major hotels. 


Bookings for the first year 


run heavily to trade shows and 
banquets.

modate about 25,000 persons in 
22 meeting rooms and two mas- 
sive exhibit halls.

The first plan, when 
considering the unit, was for 
intensive care needed by the 
patient with a heart attack. 
These persons are given first 
consideration for use of the unit. 


Coronary care nursing, or 


evaluating the person with a 
heart attack, is a relatively new 
concept for nurses. Prior to 1962 
this was a physician's field only. 
Due to the need for immediate 
assessment of needs and prompt 
action in order to save the heart 
attack victims life, nurses were 
given this specialized training. 
The nurse with coronary training 
must be adept at her work. She is 
expected to recognize abnormal 
tracings of the heart on the 
monitor or 
electrocardiogram. 


She must know the drugs used to 
correct heart abnormalities. She 
must understand her patient's 
emotional needs and those of his 
family. She must know and be 
able to initiate life-saving 
emergency 
measures. The 


conclusion, therefore, is that the 
nurse must be trained as a 
constant source of information 
for the physician as she is always 


on duty. Her patient is monitored 
both at his bedside and at the 
nursing station to assist her. 


To obtain this high degree of 


skilled nursing, Hempstead 
Memorial Hospital has five 
registered nurses who have 
completed the Coronary Care 
Course, offered by the Arkansas 
Regional Medical Program, 
consisting of four weeks or 160

Urge Money 
for Child 
Feeding

WASHINGTON (AP) — Forty 


senators, declaring millions of 
children may go hungry this 
summer, have urged the Nixon 
administration to release im- 
mediately millions of dollars 
they say were promised for a 
nationwide child-feeding 
pro- 


gram. 


In a joint letter to George 


Shultz, director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, the 
senators complained 
the De- 


partment of Agriculture encour- 
aged localities to expand their 
programs, then said it couldn't 
support requests for new funds. 


The Agriculture Department 


announced earlier this week 
$18.1 
million will be available 


for the program this summer, 
an amount the senators said is 
$15 million less than required, 
though they acknowledged it's 
three times as much as was al- 
located last year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Curt 


Flood, the controversial out- 
fielder who sued baseball for 
$3.1 million, has asked the Su- 
preme Court to invalidate the 
sport's reserve clause. 


In a brief filed by his attor- 


neys, 
Flood 
said 
organized 


baseball has violated the anti- 
trust laws with its reserve sys- 
tem, 
which binds a player to 


one club for life unless he is 
traded or sold. 


"It needs no argument to 


demonstrate 
that 
organized 


baseball is now interstate com- 
merce,' said Flood's lawyers in 
argument against baseball's ex- 
emption from antitrust laws. 
They said the Supreme Court 
had ruled against other profes- 
sional sports in that area. 


"No reason exists why base- 


ball should be treated 
differ- 


ently," they said. 


Flood was represented by Ar- 


thur J. Goldberg, former Su- 
preme Court Justice and Am- 
bassador to the United Nations, 
and Jay H. Topkis of New York 
City.

War Protester 
on Trial 
in England

serviceman to be prosecuted in 
Britain for protesting the Viet- 
nam war, Air Force 
Capt. 


Thomas Culver, goes before a 
court-martial today at this air 
base northeast of London.

the trial to last five or six days. 


Culver, a 32-year-old bachelor 


from 
Santa 
Barbara, 
Calif., 


was one of 168 U.S. servicemen 
who on May 31 delivered a peti- 
tion to the American Embassy 
in 
I Condon 
asking 
President 


Nixon to end U.S. military ac- 
tivity in Indochina. 


Culver, a legal officer who 


served 
in 
Vietnam, 
was 


charged with violating Article 
912 of the Uniform Code of Mili- 
tary Justice by talcing part in a 
demonstration—against 
the 


rules 
for 
U.S. servicemen 


aboard—and soliciting others to 
take part. 


The maximum sentence is a 


dishonorable discharge and two 
years imprisonment. Culver 
had been scheduled for regular 
discharge last month, but this 
was delayed. 


Culver and his lawyer, Capt. 


Frank Wesson, contend that the 
embassy protest was not a 
demonstration. The protesters 
held no mass rally but instead 
assembled in Hyde Park and 
went to the embassy in small 
groups. Culver claims that this 
constituted a personal protest, 
with the men expressing their 
private views. 


Two American agents, report- 


edly Air Force intelligence offi- 
cers, photographed the protes- 
ters with telephoto lenses. The 
films were classified 
secret, 


flown to the U.S. Air Base in 
Wiesbaden, West Germany, to 
be developed, and the pictures 
were flown back to Britain. 


Culver's court-martial 
was 


ordered by the 3rd Air Force 
headquarters after an inquiry 
at l^ikenheath last month. Wit- 
nesses told the inquiry Culver 
had been seen outside the base 
handing out leaflets about the 
protest.

federal government, preparing 
to issue thousands of permits 
for industrial waste dishcarge, 
has quietly barred the public 
from seeing whether those per- 
mit holders will pollute the na- 
tion's water. 


"The public has no way of 


keeping us honest," a key offi- 
cial of the permit program said 
in an 
interview. "That's a 


chance they have to take." 


Government officials and the 


industries will know how the 
permits stack up against water 
quality standards. But the pub- 
lic is being forced out of the 
game on a double play: 


Guidelines commissioned by 


the Environmental Protection 
Agency set discharge standards 
in terms of industry's input of 
raw materials or its output of 
products. And the White House 
Office 
of 
Management 
and 


Budget has ordered these cru- 
cial input-output data be kept 
secret if that's the way an in- 
dustry wants it. 


Bert Printz, acting permit 


program director for EPA, con- 
ceded in an interview that the 
combination allows the public 
no way to see whether the con- 
ditions EPA writes into permits 
match 
its new antipollution 


guidelines. 


"They (the public) can't tell 


if the permit corresponds to the 
guidelines, or is more stringent 
or less stringent than the guide- 
lines," Printz said, "because 
they don't have access to the 
relating information." 


The planned guidelines are 


the missing link between 1965 
federal-state standards govern- 
ing the quality of water in riv- 
ers, streams and lakes, and the 
government's regulatory power 
over discharges into those wa- 
terways. 


An 1899 law designed to pro- 


tect navigation has been inter- 
preted by the courts in recent 
years as banning direct indus- 
trial waste discharges into wa- 
terways without a permit from 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 


That part of the act had not 


been enforced until President 
Nixon ordered the Corps last 
Dec. 23 to start requiring and 
issuing permits, and gave the 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency veto power over per- 
mits for environmentally harm- 
ful discharges. 


To qualify for a permit, an 


industry 
must 
comply 
with 


state water-quality standards, 
most of which call for "secon- 
dary waste treatment or its 
equivalent." 
The forthcoming 


guidelines are meant to answer 
the question: "What is the in- 
dustrial equivalent of municipal 
"secondary treatment"?

use of alcohol. H o w e v e r , 
there are certain medical in- 
dications for it. If two bottles 
of beer at night have re- 
lieved your constipation, that 
is better than becoming a 
slave to the laxative habit. 
Beer should not replace de- 
veloping a good bowel habit 
and a proper diet. It also has 
lots of calories. Perhaps this 
is no problem to you but for 
some people it is. Beer does 
not cause cancer.

TEL AVIV (AP) -

guerrillas and Israeli 
forces 


clashed on two fronts today 
while 
police 
and 
troops 


searched Arab villages for ter- 
rorists who fired rockets into a 
town nine miles west of Tel 
Aviv, killing two persons and 
wounding 20 others. 


A military spokesman said 


guerrillas fired bazookas from 
Syria at an Israeli force in the 
occupied Golan Heights. An 
Arab was killed and an Israeli 
soldier was wounded in the en- 
suing battle, he said. 


Another Israeli patrol came 


under bazooka and light-arms 
fire near Zarit, on the Lebanese 
border. The spokesman said the 
Israelis replied with artillery 
fire but no casualties were re- 
ported. 


The rocket attack Wednesday 


night on Petah Tikvah, a com- 
munity of 80,000, killed a 5- 
year-old girl and a woman. One 
rocket made a direct hit on a 
hospital for the chronically ill 
and three others ripped into a 
school and two houses. 


All Arab villages within 50 


miles of the city were put un- 
der curfew, and a number of 
suspects were picked up. 


Reliable 
sources 
reported 


that the rocket launcher appar- 
ently used in the attack had 
been found and gave the loca- 
tion, but the military censor de- 
leted the information from dis- 
patches. 


"The terrorists have found 


themselves incapable of attack- 
ing military targets and they 
don't seem to care where their 
shells fall," said Defense Mnis- 
ter Moshe Dayan, who visited 
the scene. 


Townspeople 
mobbed him, 


shouting for revenge. 


Dayan 
told 
newsmen 
the 


130mm rockets had an average 
range of 14 miles and could 
have been fired from any of 
hundreds of uninhabited areas. 


"The terrorists most prob- 


ably came from Jordan," he 
said, "and probably had sup- 
port from Arabs on the West 
bank."

Rehearing Asked on a 
Court Decision in 
Rules off Applying Law

LITTLE ROCK(AP)-A 


Supreme Court rehearing has 
been requested in a brief which 
says the court's original ruling 
created confusion in the rules of 
law applying to some condem- 
nation cases. 


The confusion resulted when, 


according to the brief, the court 
overruled precedents, including 
one overruled by a "play on 
words." 


The brief asserts that liti- 


gants should "be able to rely 
with assurance upon the prece- 
dents," and that, "Rules of evi- 
dence in such cases, firmly es- 
tablished in the precedents of 
this court, should not be lightly 
overturned." 


John Harris Jones, attorney 


for 
Southern 
Development 


Corp., filed the brief July 1 for 
a rehearing on the court's rul- 
ing of June 21 in a land con- 
demnation suit brought against 
Southern by the state Highway 
Commission. 


The suit involved Southern's 


8.3-acre tract of land fronting 
940 feet on the Arkansas River 
north and east of Pine Bluff. 
The commission 
sought 1.60 


acres in fee and a temporary 
easement on a section measur- 
ing 110 feet by 151 feet. 


The commission had deposit- 


ed $2,500 as estimated just com- 
pensation for the land. Southern 
claimed the total should be 
$634,000. A Jefferson County 
Circuit Court jury 
awarded 


$35,000. 


The 
commission 
appealed, 


asking the Supreme Court to re- 
duce the award to $3,500. South- 
ern filed a cross-appeal, asking 
that the amount be raised to 
$207,500. The high court ordered 
a new trial, not yet held. 


The land in question is near 


where the commission will re- 
locate the Arkansas 
River 


Bridge at Pine Bluff. 


In the first trial, Southern's 


president, Jim Hood, testified 
that the land was adaptable as 
a bridge site. He also testified 
that consulting engineers to the 
Highway Department had re- 
ported his land to be the most 
feasible site for construction of 
a bridge and that the next most 
feasible site would cost $831,500 
more than construction on his 
property. 


The Supreme Court's opinion 


was divided 4-3, with the ma- 
jority opinion written by Spe- 
cial Justice Ben Core. A regu- 
lar member of the court, Asso- 


rocket did not explode, and 
army experts defused it.

ciate Justice Conley Byrd, did 
not participate on either side of 
the decision.

mission's own action did not 
constitute a market. 


The opinion also held that the 


department's engineering re- 
port was not a "fair and rea- 
sonable basis" for Hood's 
opinion as to the value of his 
land as a bridge site. 


In a dissenting opinion by As- 


sociate Justice John A. Fogle- 
man, the three-member minori- 
ty agreed that in earlier cases 
involving similar circumstances 
the court had avoided reaching 
the result that was reached in 
this case. 


Fogleman also wrote that the 


state's constitutional provision 
guaranteeing' 'just compensa- 
tion" for land taken for public 
projects would be renedered 
meaningless if a landowner's 
property was condemned for 
use in a particular project and 
he was unable to prove that 
anyone besides the condemnor 
desired the land for the same 
purpose. 


The majority opinion took 


note of the precedent cases. It 
also said that in one certain tes- 
timony allowed by the court 
"gets awfully close" to consid- 
ering the value the land would 
have to the condemnor rather 
than 
the 
value 
it 
had 
to 


the owner. 


In that case, the majority 


said, the court at that time may 
not have had sufficient appre- 
ciation for the line of testimony 
there "and we feel that it 
should be limited to its special 
facts." 


In another precedent case, 


witnesses were asked to state 
the difference in the cost that 
would be involved in building a 
bridge at a point in question 
and at other points above and 
below. The court determined in 
that case that it would have 
been "less misleading" to ask 
the question a different way: 
"What were the pecuniary ad- 
vantages offered by this point 
(of 
land) 
for 
building 
a 


bridge?" 


In Southern's case, the ma- 


jority said the implication of 
the language in the 
second 


precedent case "leaves the im- 
plication that both (questions) 
are misleading to some de- 
gree." 


It also said that such a ques- 


tion could not be used as a 
guide for future use and its line 
of inquiry could not be per- 
mitted as proof of market value 
on a parcel of ground adapted as 
a bridge site.

rect Teamsters political spend- 
ing. 


Fitzsimmons ignored the jibe 


of Theodore Daley, his only an- 
nounced opponent for the union 
presidency, that the salary hike 
"is too rich for my blood." He 
defended the dues increase as 
vital to pay more than $5 mil- 
lion a year in strike benefits 
and other services to union 
members. 


"If $125,000 is too rich for 


your blood, I suggest we need 
some new blood in this union," 
a 
Fitzsimmons 
supporter 


shouted at Daley, and most of 
the 2,100 delegates roared ap- 
proval of the salary hike. 


Fitzsimmons became presi- 


dent 
automatically 
June 21 


when James R. Hoffa sent his 
resignation from his federal 
prison cell at Lewisburg, Pa., 
where he is serving 13 years 
for jury tampering and mail 
fraud. 


In Washington, meanwhile, 


the U.S. Parole Board moved 
up 
its 
reconsideration 
of 


Hoffa's parole after more than 
four years in prison, amid per- 
sistent union rumors here that 
it was part of a deal with the 
government for Hoffa's giving 
up all his Teamsters posts. 


Daley, 42-year-old secretary- 


treasurer of Yonkers, N.Y., Lo- 
cal 445 protested giving Fitz- 
simmons power to determine 
all union political spending. 


"Brother Daley was never a 


friend 
of 
Jimmy 
Hoffa," 


shouted one convention dele- 
gate later when Daley tried un- 
successfully to write a $50,000 
salary for Hoffa into a provi- 
sion naming.his honorjiryj>resi- 
dent emeritus for life'. Daley's 
proposal 
was 
defeated 


resoundingly after Vice Presi- 
dent Einar Mohn said it might 
hurt, rather than help, Hoffa's 
bid for freedom.

fnultilbillion-dollar program to 


• reverse migration of America's 


rural poor to big-city slums 
was proposed today by eight 
senators. 


"This legislation will under- 


write with financial muscle the 
right of every American to 
have a free choice of where he 
shall live and make a living," 
Democratic Sens. Herman E. 
Talmadge of Georgia and Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey of Minnesota 
said in a joint statement. 


The measure would authorize 


appropriations averaging $200 
million annually for 10 years to 
provide loans and up to $300 
million a year for a subsidy 
grant. 


Talmadge, chairman of the 


Senate Agriculture Committee, 
said the money would create 
jobs and raise family incomes 
by enabling small towns and 
rural areas to build industries 
and improve community facil- 
ities. 


Rural America, he said, has 


been 
subsidizing 
for 
many 


years the crazy-quilt growth of 
cities and providing them with 
the best food bargains in the 


world. 


"What we are doing today," 


he added, "represents an effort 
to start a new process by which 
some of that investment can be 
returned to rural America, not 
only for its benefit, but for the 
cities which have grown too 
large." 


The House Agriculture Com- 


mittee has opened hearings on 
the problem. 


The bill defines a rural area 


as one outside a city of 35.000 
or more population.

This time he said his equipment 
was down near McNab doing 
some similar work and soon as 
they finished down there which 
would only be 4 or 5 days. After 
this, he would have the machines 
move on up to the Yellow Creek 
Road and start the work on the 
dump and bridges. The equip- 
ment never came up to the 
Yellow Creek Road and no work 
was ever started. After this last 
promise Judge Odom must have 
fallen into a state of complete 
silence 
because 
he has not 


mentioned the Yellow Creek 
Road again. In fact, a few weeks 
ago several Saratoga citizens 
wrote him concerning this road 
and asked for a prompt reply, 
but as of this date, have not 
heard from him. 


This road is a well traveled one 


when the weather is favorable 
and is a rural mail route. A 
school bus travels part of it. 
There are 2 churches and 2 
cemeteries along the road side. 
We think it is a disgrace to 
Hempstead 
County when a 


wrecker has to be summoned to 
hold a funeral at the Yellow 
Creek Community which has 
been done in the past. 


The families who live at 


Yellow Creek must use this road 
getting 
in and 
out to buy 


groceries, going to doctors, 
hauling hay, timber and for 
many other reasons. Many times 
they have had to wait several 
hours for the water to run off the 
road before they could get back 
home. Friends and relatives 
hesitate to visit in this little 
community when the weather 
even looks rainy for fear they 
will get stranded over across the 
flooding bottom and would be 
forced to wait for the water to 
rundown before returning home. 


It is a shame that many loads 


of gravel wash down in the 
meadows 
and doing much 


damage to the land owner's field. 


True, the Judge has put 


several loads of gravel on this 
road, but many more are needed 
to make it passable during all 
kinds of weather. 


Since Hempstead County has 


the equipment and employes to 
fix this road the people in the 
nearby communities feel that an 
injustice has been made bv this 


road not being repaired.
